“ BIG BUSINESS” TO THE FRONT 


Chief Executive Says It Is Responsi­ 
ble 
for “ Psychological 
Business 


Depression” and Is Attack­ 
ing His Policies. 


Washington, 
June 
j5: —President 
Wilson today made the direct charge 
that sentiment in favor of the post­ 
ponement of tile administration trust 
legislation program was the result of 
the campaign of certain interests, and 
intimated it was also the cause of the 
“psychological 
business depression” 
of which he recently spoke. 
In support of the president's view, 
copies of letters and telegrams that 
have circulated among business men 
calling for an adjournment of con 
gress without the completion of the 
trust bills, praying for a freight rate 
increase and calling for a halt of the 
“attacks on business” 
were 
made 
public. 
The president said be intended to 
push the trust program through the 
senate with the aid of all means at 
his command. 
One circular letter given out was 
by the Simmons Hardware company, 
of St. Louis. 
E. C. Simmons, head 
of the company, had been selected 
for a member of the federal reserve 
board and bis nomination was to have 
gone to the senate 
this 
morning 
when it was announced that Simmons 
had declined the place. 
The White House denied that the 
circular letter had 
any 
connection 
with the declination of Simmons. The 
letler was dated June 9, after Sim­ 
mons had been offered the place on 
the board. 
The president’s declara 
lion caused a great sensation in ofti 
cia! circles. 
Another letter purported to hare 
been sent out by the Pictorial Review 
company, of New’ York, signed b> 
W. P. Ahnelt, president, appealed for 
a postponement of the trust legisla 
fion and a 5 per cent freight tate in 
crease for the railroads.

/similar area in the world. 
A minimum width of sixteen feet 
has been adopted for roads to be laid 
during Hie coming summer. 
The en­ 
tire 
expenditure, 
including 
fills, 
I ridges, etc., will be somewhat in ex­ 
cels of $900,000. 
The adaptibilify of brick to rural 
roads was Erst proved in Cuyahoga 
jcounty, and the policy of building for 
permanence was adopted here even 
before automobile traffic drove other 
localities 
to 
copy similar construc- 
t'on. 
Cuyahoga county has expended 
n ore than eight million dollars in this 
type of rbad, and the repair bills have 
amounted to practically nothing. 
A perfect system of radiating high- 
v ays now extend to the county line 
hi every direction, and the task which 
Engineer Stinchcc- b has outlined is 
that of connecting these main arteries 
with suitable cross roads. 
In spite of the cost, the county Is 
money ahead, according to county of­ 
ficials, for the increase in taxable 
rural land values has yielded more 
than the total cost in revenue. 
Cleveland, with 600 miles of brick 
paved city streets, will pave eighty 
miles of streets this year, including 
the repaving of some of its main high­ 
ways.

ONCE RESIDEDJN SEDALIA 


The 
Late James Campbell, Wealth­ 


iest Citizen of St. Louis. 


James Campbell, of St. Louis, who 
died of a carbuncle last Friday night 
at Greenwich, Conn., lived in Sedalia 
a little less than forty years ago. He 
worked, as I now recall, as a civil en­ 
gineer for the Missouri Pacific, under 
Col. James Way, chief engineer, who 
now resides at Kirkwood, hut who at 
that time was building the Lexington 
branch and lived here. 
Campbell boarded with Mrs. Morton, 
who kept a boarding house at the 
northeast corner of Ohio and Fourth 
streets, in a dwelling built by Jake 
Landmann and later owned by Cyrus 
Newkirk, who lived there previous to 
the completion of his residence on 
East 
Broadway. 
The 
old 
Morton 
house now' stands at the northwest 
corner of Ohio and Seventh streets, 
and, I believe, is 
owned 
by L. N. 
Guild. 
Young Campbell was a hard, faith­ 
ful worker. 
He did not mix a great 
deal with the young men of that day, 
many of whom were more or less 
dissipated and 
were 
pretty frefe 
spenders. 
James Campbell 
was 
known as 
rather 
abstemious, 
and 
husbanded 
his resources—saved his money. The 
most 
extravagant 
prognosticator at

*moke. 
^ 
Three pews in the north ^iisle and 
three stained windows wrere damaged 
by the explosion, and a pew immedt- 
rlelv in front of 
the 
lectern 
was 
blow’n dow’n. 
The famous painting of “The Last 
Supper,” by 
Sir James Thornhill, 
which hangs over the altar, was not 
damaged, although the window above 
it was splintered. 
The firemen found a square tin box 
ard several pieces of candle in the 
overthrown part, and a member of 
the congregation said the pew was 
occupied at the evening service by a 
woman in a checked dress. 
An en­ 
velope was found in. the church, on 
which was written: “A protest against 
the torture of women.” 
St. George’s church was built in 
1713-24. 
It long has been a favorite 
church for fashionable weddings. Pre­ 
mier Asquith was married there in 
1S94 and 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
was 
married there in 1886. 
While the judges of tho high courts 
aud the lord mayor were attending 
services in St. Paul’s cathedral Sun­ 
day, according to the annual customs, 
several suffragettes interrupted with 
pretests against the “torturing of "wo­ 
men.” The service was delayed sev­ 
eral minutes while two women, who 
were chained to seats, wrere removed. 
As they were carried out they shout­ 
ed: 
“God save Mrs. Pankhurst.” 
A crowd Sunday afternoon overran 
a platform in Hyde Park, where a 
militant, flag was raised and four men 
were to speak. 
The police with dif­ 
ficulty got the men to the station for 
protection. 
Twro meetings in Hyde 
Park of non-militant suffragette or­ 
ganizations were broken up, and it re­ 
quired a strong police force to quell 
the disturbance.

Dynamite was exploded under the 
porch of the home of Patrick Casey, 
an officer cf the miners* union, and 
the seceder* vowed that a new union 
would be formed under the leadership 
of officers of the Industrial Workers 
af the World. 
Although several hundred miners 
returned to work Sdhday, many disor­ 
derly persons kept up riotous tactics. 
A crowd took two prisoners from the 
city jail. 
A false alarm of fire wras turned in 
and the firemen tried to run the ap­ 
paratus through a orowd of specta­ 
tors. 
The 
revolting union 
miners 
’’scrambled on the truck and threw the 
Y‘re fighters off. 
When the miners found they could 
not operate the vehicle they returned 
it to the firemen, with a warning not 
lo try to run through a crowd again. 
Delegations were sent to two fire 
stations, with a demand that the fire 
department make sure there was a 
fire before answering any alarm. The 
'crowd also broke 
several 
windows 
and did other damage to one fire Sta­ 
tion.

allowing these 
women to starve themselves ta death, 
ho is sadly off in his theology. 
These women are not criminal 
or insane, in the ordinary acceptation 
o*, me word; they are known among 
the French and Italian alienists as 
exaltes.’ They have become unbal­ 
anced by striving at an unattainable 
ideal.” 
Calling attention to the fact that 
the suffragettes carry in their pro­ 
cessions the pictures of women saints, 
and that many of them are Christian 
women, he says they should ne treat­ 
ed with kindness. 
“They complain of social and politi­ 
cal conditions that they consider in­ 
tolerable,” 
writes 
Father Phelan. 
“Don t make their lot more insuffer­ 
able by brutality. 
The mistake the 
English make is in yielding to these 
hunger strikers.”
